got Grimm in the corner by the front 
•ioor and choked him. meantime call-

wound, as 
well as their hands and faces. At this 
time the

and entering 
the house jumped 011 
Floyd, who was down over Grim m on 
the floor, and the three men fought 
out on the front porch, where the two 
strangers got Mr. Floyd down in the 
hammock and hammered him. 
Afterward he managed to get up, 
and with the assistance of his wife, 
who had telephoned for the police anq 
a physician, managed to break away.

stroy all evidences of the crim e th* 
m urderers wrapped the body in an oil- 
soaked m attress, poured oil over 11»3 
victim ’s clothing and set fire to the 
bundle. 
A powerful a<-id had pre­ 
viously been poured over the face to 
obliterate the wom an's features and 
make identification*im possible 
Although two arrests 
have 
been 
made, the polii-e do not believe they 
have in custody anyone who can shed 
any light on tie3 m ystery. 
The pris 
oners are Jam es Ruddick. an old man 
who lived in a stable not for away 
from w here the body was found, and 
his son Joseph, a peddler, who dis- 
covered the body. 
It was Janie-- Ruddick who notified 
the police of the finding of the body 
He told three different stories, thus 
exciting suspicion, and his arrest fol 
lowed’. 
F irst he said he discovered 
the body; next he said that an un 
known man discovered it, and later he 
said that “the unknown man ” was in 
reality his son Josenh. This last s t a t e ­ 
m e n t led to t h e arrest of Joseph. But 
the police do not attach much im port­ 
ance to Ruddick’s conflicting stories. 
He is very old and was laboring un­ 
der great excitem ent.
